OWN COUNCIL'S PROTEST. 
At the meeting of Dundalk Urban Council 
on Tuesday night a strong protest was made 
against the treatment to which Mr Parks 
had been’ subjected.. The matter was raised 
by Mr. Patrick Deery (Chairman), who said 
at it was their duty to raise their voices 
mm protest against the cruel outrage which 
had been committed on one of their best 
citizens. Mr. Parks was a most respectable 
man, one who had proved himself a good 
citizen, and whose gifts as a musician had 
ever been at the disposal of any charity in 
town, 

“HH we read of such an occurrence in - 
savage country,” the Chairman continued, 
“we would feel shocked, but when it is com- 
mitted- at our own doors we are inclined to 
believe that Christianity has left the 
country.” It had been a most cruel and 
abominable outrage, and in the trouble 
which had been forced upon him Mr. Parks 
had the sympathy of every decent citizen. 

Mr. James Coburn, T.D., said that a more 
kindly neighbour than Mr. Parks could not 
be found. The action which had been com- 
mitted on Sunday was unchristian and was 
amazing in the twentieth century. 

Mr. James McGuill (Republican) said that 
he did not know whether there was anything 
political in it, but he did not believe that 
anybody who was well-minded or well-think- 
ing would countenance such a thing, no 
matter what his political views were. It was 
a barbarous act, and he hoped that the fact 
that Mr. Parks was a non-Catholic would not 
result in strained relations between Catholics 
and non-Catholics in ths town. 

Mr. Comerford, the Town Clerk, said that 
he had known Mr. Parks for fifty years and 
there did not live a more respectable man or 
a better citizen. He had always been a 
generous helper of charity, no matter of 
what religious aim. More outrageous indigni- 
ties had never been heaped upon the head of 
a respectable Dundalk citizen, and every man 
in town who valued the good name of town 
and country was ashamed of what had been 
aone.

PUBLICANS’ APPLICATIONS

A number of people came out from 
the city for the sole purpose of making them- 
selves hona-fide. 

Mr. Bonham, the manager of a premises in 
Clonee, said that the River Tolka was in 
Clonee. 

Superintendent Kelly—Surely you do not 
suggest that persons come out from the city 
to fish in Clonee. (Laughter.) — 

A Dunboyne publican said that between 

one and two there was little traffic. The 
motors passed there in the evenings. People 
came there on the way from Kildare to the 
city. 
Mr. Reddin said that while such places as 
Howth, Skerries and Lucan were clearly 
places where the travellers might go to enjoy 
the bathing and scenery, and the publicans 
there were within the section referred to. 
The section, he thought, did not apply to 
such places as Clonee and Dunboyne, and he 
refused the applications with regret. There 
might be places there of interest to archeo- 
logists, and, no doubt these villages were 
places of antiquity; but the visitors could 
hardly be said to visit these places merely 
for the purpose of studying preheohecy:

FERMANAGH COMPENSATION 


CASE RE-OPENED. 
At Fermanagh County Court last Monday 
Judge Green heard a case in which a claim 
for compensation was made by the father of 
Alice Drum, deceased, against Patrick Good- 
win, Enniskillen, in whose employment the girl 
had met her death by burning when Goodwin's 
house was burned to the ground. The defence 
was that the girl had been dismissed before 
the fire. The Judge said, in dismissing the

In July, 1925, the appellant 
married, and while he was on his honeymoon 
Walsh was entrusted with the payment 
the wages of the emyployés out ot the milk 
money he had to collect during thet period, 
Further than that he had notix.g to do 
with paying the wages or keeping the 
accounts except that weekly he would bring 
in the money from the customers every 
Saturday. appellant took the contract 
to deliver milk to the Military Barracks at 
Youghal, and a few days after, on the 22nd 
Novemter, 1925, when Walsh returned after 
delivering the milk, he went off and never 
returned to his work. He went to the 
Labour Exchange. The Minister then took 
the evidence in the case and made the 
decision appealed against. 

The contentior on behalf of the Minister 
was that the duties of the “ES rson 
in this case were confined to the distribution 
of milk amongst the appellant's customers, 
and that he was not engaged in ordinary 
agricultural pursuits. 

Having heard the evidence and the argu- 
ments of counsel, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that Mr. 
Maybury-Baykr had a large farm of 19 
acres, the greater portion of which from time 
to time had been tilled. He had another 
farm of some 50 acres of grass land. Every 
year he had about 3 acres under tillage, 
and only a sma quantity of the crops pro- 
duced were sold, the system being to consume 
on the farm the crops, grain and g eS 
duced, for the pur mainly of feedin 
dairy cows and producing milk, which mil 
was largely vended as new milk in the 
neighbouring town of Youghal. His lordshi 
had come to the conclusion that if the mi 
had been sent to a creamery in bulk, the 
man who took it to the creamery would 
undoubtedly have been a man engaged in 
agriculture. The fact that it was distributed 
to customers did not make any difference. 
The vending of the milk was portion of 
the farmer's work and part of agriculture, 
and the workman Walsh was, in his 
opinion, bound under contract. to do 
any ordinary agricultural work ‘ required 
of him by r. Maybury-Baylor on 
the land -He_ reversed the decision 
of the Minister, and declared that John 
Walsh was not an employed person within 
the meaning of the section of the Act, but 
was a workman engaged and employed in an 
excepted employment, within Part 2 of the 
Ist Schedule of the Act. Each party would 
bear their own costs.

DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A on ‘‘ The treatment of young 
ofienders’” was read by Sir Thomas Molony, 
Bart., at the meeting of the Statistical and 
Social Enquiry Society of Ireland, which was 
held at the Royal Irish Academy, Dublin, last 
night. Mr. Justice Meredith presided. 

he paper gave in broad outline some of the 
principal recommendations in the report of 
the Departmental Committee on the treatment 
of young offenders, of which Sir Thomas was 
appointed Chairman by the British Home 
Secretary on the resignation of Sir Evelyn 
Cecil. The Committee, whose report was pub- 
lished last March, was made up of nine men 
and three women, with the Chairman the only 
Irishman. 

The general result arrived at was that, 
while great improvements had been made in 
the methods of treatment of juvenile offenders, 
and that, perhaps, sufficient credit had not 
been given to the many philanthropic and 
charitable agencies at work, there were still 
sii which could be carried out with 

n 


al results. Those were dealt with in 
ail under the headings: juvenile court, bail 
and remand, methods of treatment, proba- 
tion, suspended sentence, fines, whipping, re- 
formatory and industrial schools, imprison- 
ment, detention in public cells, Borstal] treat- 
ment, capital punishment, neglected children 
and young persons. It was mentioned by one 
of the members at the final meeting of the 
Committee that every difficult problem 
that presented itself to them had been solved 
by referring to Irish or Roman law. 
PROBLEM OF AFTER CARE. 

On the subject of reformatory and industrial 

schools, Sir Thomas said that there was 4 
t difference between the management and 
nancing of those institutions in Ireland and 
in England. The schools in England were 
very good, with some of the best of them 
managed by Irishmen and Irishwomen. In 
Ireland, with far less financial aid from 
public funds, the schools had done remark- 
ably well; but in facing the problem of after 
care, which demanded time, money, and ex- 
rience, they lagged somewhat behind, mainly 
use of want of means. The Committee 
recommended that the distinction between re- 
formatory and industrial schools should be 
abolished, and each of those terms should be 
abandoned. 

As an alternative to probation the question 
of suspended sentence was considered. That 
course, often adopted in Ireland in recent 
years, was not followed in England. Ex- 
perience, however, had convin him of the 
value of that mode of treatment, and at the 
committee he had been able to sweep away 
some technical difficulties, which were sup- 
posed to interfere with its operation. 

WHIPPING. 

The Committee strongly deprecated any in- 
discriminate use of whipping as a punishment 
for boy offenders. They came tosthe conclu- 
sion that whipping should not be ordered by 
a court without consideration of the char- 
acter and home circumstances of the boy, and 
especially without some inquiry whether 
corporal Fa had been applied at 
home, and, if so, with what result.

DATE OF NATIONAL LOAN | 
CURRENCY BILL. 


The Currency Bil, which had reached its 
fourth stage in the late Dail, was re-intro- 
duced, and passed its first reading. Its 
second stage will be taken to-morrow (Friday). 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said “hat 
already the bill had heen discussed a great 
deal, and its general] principles were well 
known. It was desirable that the bill. should 
lie passed with the least possible delay; for 
every day’s delay. would mean a loss of £700 
to the Exchequer, and it was desirable that 
the bill should be finally disposed of before 
the adjournment for the summer recess. If 
it were not passed before that, it would be 
held over till the autumn, when the National 
Loan would be issued 

REGISTRATION OF DENTISTS.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


LABOUR PARTY’S MOTION. 

Mr. T. Johnson moved :—'' That the Dail 
is of opinion that the Government should in- 
troduce, without delay, proposals for legisla- 
tion to amend the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts, so as to extend the period over which 
unemployment insurance benefit may be paid 
to men and women who are willing to work, 
but unable to find work.” He said 5 
was very necessary that the question shou 
he dealt with in the early stage of the new 
Dail, In the old Dail the question had been 
discussed, and stress had been laid upon thé 
poverty arising out of unemployment. It 
was a big blem, involving enormous waste 
and loss of seadith to the community, and it 
should be dealt with seriously, and in an 
organised systematic manner. 


The intention of his motion was|' 
that the Government a introduce | 1 
legislation to extend unemployment benefit. 


When this matter was disenssed in November 
last they were challenged by the Minister to 
hring forward figures, estimates, costs, ote.

tain from the returns the number of persons 
who answered that they were unemployed at 
that date, and they were in no better posi- 
tion to do it now than they were in lua, 
1925, or 1924. 

Although statistics were not available, how- 
ever, there was no Deputy in the House who 
was in touch with his constituents who did 
not know that there were numerous unem- 
ployed persons throughout the country who 
were not in receipt of unemployment insur- 
ance benefit, and there were numerous per- 
sons from many classes of insurable persons 
who had no more benefit to draw from the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund. Many of 
these persons and their families were in dire 
need, and they were faced with the question : 
whether it was better that they should re- 
main in need and be driven to apply for homie 
help or whether they should be enabled to 
keep their self-respect and to have some pro- 
vision made for them by way of insurance out 
of the Unemployment Insurance Fund. 

He directed special attention to the diffe- 
rence between home help, which was not re- 
payable, and advances from the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund, which were repavable, 
and he was asking that they should make the 
scheme applicable over an extended period to 
enable people who had exhausted their bene- 
fits to have extended unemployment benefit. 

A REMINDER, i 

During the recent election campaign the 
Minister for Agriculture said that if they were 
able to reduce income tax to two shillings in 
the £ it would do more to bring Northern 
Ireland people into community with the Free 
State than any other act that they 
could imagine. There were, perhaps, 20,UuJ 
income tax payers in Northern Ireland. 
There were 266,000 persons in Northern Ire- 
Jand msured under the Unemployment In- 
surance Act. 

Mr. Johnson then suggested that although 
they might reduce income tax in the Free 
State to nil, if they continued to maintain 
the differences between the Unemployment In- 
surance benefits and other social legislation 
that now existed between Northern Ireland 
and the Free State, they were going to repel 
with very much more emphasis a ten times 
larger population than they would entice by 
a reduction of the income tax. For example, 
a workman in Northern Ireland at the present 
day paid 7d. a week for insurance, and got 
unemployment insurance benefit of 18s., plus 
5s. for his wife and 2s. for each child, In 
the Free State he paid 9d. per week and 
received 15s., plus ós. for his wife and ls. 
for each child. In Northern Ireland the 
scheme, in addition, had been extended. 

THE FUND'S POSITION. 

Proceeding, Mr. Johnson reviewed the 
finances of the Unemployment Fund in the 
Free State. . Borrowings for it from the 
Central Fund were repayable with interest, 
but no figures were published with regard 
to the fund to show the position in which 
it stood, and all that they had to rely on was 
the information extracted from Ministers by 
way of question. The Minister for Industry 
and ‘Commerce, in his latest statement, had 
contended that they had worked down to a 
normal state of unemployment to-day, as 
compared with 1925 Round about that year 
50,000 were unemployed, and, therefore, they 
were entitled to assume that there were some 
32,000 more at present employed, and that 
these persons were paying their contributions 
and helping to build up the fund. Conse- 
quently the fund was growing in ‘strength, 
and they had to ask how long would it take 
to clear off the deficit, assuming that there 
was no further decrease in the number of 
unemployed, as. a consequence of Ministerial 
schemes and: revival in trade. They were 
told that it would take four or five years in 
the present condition of affairs. 
There was now one and a quarter million, 
including the deficit taken over from the 
British Government, due to the Central Fund, 
and on the figures given by the Minister 
that sum could be repaid in about siv or 
seven years. If that was the case, they could 
well afford to extend the benefits of unem- 
loyment insurance. Was it the policy of the 
_ ee acme to invite those persons who were 
unemployed to apply for home help or to 
seek the charity of their friends? 

REPLY TO CRITICS. 
Continuing, Mr. Johnson said that some 
foolish and perhaps spiteful critics, when 
this matter was dealt with on previous occa- 
sions, tried to convince the public that the 
Labour members were more concerned with 
unemployment insutance benefits than with 
the provision of employment. He need not 
say that that was an utterly false statement 
of their attitude. He wanted to see every 
possible effort made to promote new indus- 
tries, and he would give all the help possible 
to anyone who would bring forward proposals 
to encourage new industrial activity of any 
kind that would help the welfare of the State 
That could be done more satisfactorily if 
more energy and consideration were given to 
the problem from the point of view of the 
yah a needs, as distinct from the view of 
commercial operalions. There was an obvious 
need for action or initiative on the part of 
the Government, or, perhaps, under control 
of the Government, of an organisation or of 
agents, capable of being employed on repro- 
ductive processes. 

LACK OF INITIATIVE, 

There was « great lack of organisation, in 
consequence of which there was a lack of 
initiative, risk-taking, and enterprise. “here 
was wastefulness, too, in productive methods, 
There might very well be a separate, special 
department set up to assist the Government 
by way of a Government Commission, er 
being given to it to initiate new works of 
a mad produetive kind and take up research 
experiment, 
President, in his speech on the first 
day of the new Dail, was inclined to twit 
the Labour Party on the ground that during 
their election campaign they did little to 
help Irish industries. He desired to reassure 
the President that in each of the hundreds 
of so too of election addresses which were 
circulated ther: was a paragraph emphasisi 
the neces . sity of using home-manufactur 
ucts.

r. A. Byrne invited some of the deputies 
who were returned for the constituency which 
he represented, on the promises that they 
made to the unemployed, to stand up now 
and tell of the condition of the poor in 
North Dublin, -and to try to carry out 
the promises that the ad made. He 
had personal knowledge of cases of 
hunger and starvation in his constituency. 
He had with him hundreds of letters 
from men asking him to them employ- 
ment, One of these, which he read to. the 
House, was from an ex-British soldier, who 
also served in the National Army, and who 
was unemployed since December, 1926. That 
man had four children, and his wife was 
suffering from tuberculosis, and he had never 
put in an application for relief, neither was he 
on the dole. Another letter was from a 
man who had walked from Dublin to Limerick, 
and then to Newry, to find work, but without 
success. 

He did not care who fed the children of 
the re BY Cor but they must be fed. One 
woman had lost three children in one month, 
and he had seen the doctor s certificate to 
the effect that the children could have been 
saved if they had had proper care and 
nourishment. Such a state of affairs should 
not be allowed to exist in the City of Dublin, 
and it should not. be necessary, as it was 
under the present law, for a man whose chil- 
dren were hungry to become disabled through 
want of food, and to enter: a sanatorium be- 
fore he got assistance for his wife and chil- 
dren. In his view, the only means of creat- 
ing employment was to see that the people 
used home products. 

Mr. J. Byrne said that though he 
listened with the greatest care to Deputy 
Johnson’s speech, he could not discover any- 
thing in the nature of a cor&tructive sugges- 
tion in it. While he agreed that there was 
considerable unemployment in the Free State, 
they had seen that Saorstat Eireann was one 
of the six States of Europe which had a 
diminishing unemployment figure. There 
were, he continued, other classes in the State 
who - were. also . deserving of consideration 
equally with the unemployed.

IN THE PROVINCES. 

Mr. Jinks (Shige) supported the motion, re- 
marking that he had come from a town in 
which there was a great deal of unemplcy- 
ment.

Although, unemployment “was not 
peculiar to the Free State, he seriously sug- 


gested that this Government had never 
tackled the problem as it should have been 
tackled. 


Mr. John Daly also supported the motion. 
There was, he said, a great deal of land in 
East Cork that could a reclaimed, and he 
suggested that further schemes 
should be taken in hand. 

Mr. Horgan (Cork) said that wholesale de- 
pression in trade throughout the country was 
such as to call for the immediate attention 
of the Government. A feeling of desperation 
was coming over. persons who did not know 
where to turn for work. He knew that the 
Government were sympathetic, but some- 
thing more than sympathy was needed “o 
meet. the case. The Government should get 
a push on and speed up anything that they 
were inclined to do. to cope with this crying 
avil. He suggested that the Government 
shonld do something to help the Cork a 
ning and Weaving Company to keep their 
mill going and to keep their people employed. 

Mr. Lawlor (Dublin) urged that this 
was not a party question, and he appealed 
to all parties in the House to unite in doing 
something to relieve the unfortunate people 
who were the victims of the prevailing dis- 
tress. ; 

A WORD FOR COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 

Mr. Baxter said that this motion repre 
sented the interests ef town labour, and the 
Lahour Party were entitled to make there 
| ease; but few would deny that there werr. 
unfortunately, too many people unemployed 
in the country districts. He had not heard 
anything said in support of the motion that 
would Ar to a solution of the diflienlties 
to be faced before they had every man and 
woman in the State at work. If that were 
fo be brought about, the expenditure of the 
State would have to be further increased 

By a reduction of expenditure a change 
would be brought about whereby more em- 

loyment would be given and the cost, i 
bean reduced. In many parts of rural Ire- 
land there was as much poverty and depres- 
sion and want as in the towns, but they conld 
net expect one starving man to pay for the 
existence of another, They knew that in the 
end agricultural Ireland would have to pay 
the great burden of the administration of the 
services of the State, and Deputy Johnson's 
motion would add further to the number of 
pesple on the “ dole.’’ 

Mr. Johnson—No, no. 

Mr. McGilligan (Minister for Industry and 
optioned tiene will be more if this is 
passed. 

Continuing, Mr. Baxter said that he quite 
understood the attitude of the Labour Party. 
They, too, had made promises, perhaps more 
than he had, and be had no doubt that they 
had to make an effort to justify them.

Mr. Morrissey (Labour) described Mr. 
Baxter's speech as barren, and said that it 
showed a complete ignorance of the whole 
question, and displayed a narrow outlook. 
No section of the community received more 
in “doles”’ than the section that Mr. Baxter 
represented. Did he forget the £1,200,000 
paid by all the taxpayers for the relief of: 
rates? Did he forget that a good deal of the 
money voted for the relief of unemployment 
was used by county councils, not for giving 
employment on roads, but to relieve the 
rates? There was no “dole” for the worker 
io this country; the workers were not entitled 
to draw anything except what they paid for. 
What they were asking for was something 
similar to what was done for small farmers 
by way of credit societies 

“LIFE AND DEATH." 

Captain Redmond said that he had 
preached economy hefore and during the 
election, but there were limits to all prin- 
ciples, and he thought that it was going vety 
far indeed to support a principle to such an 
extent as had been done by Deputy Baxter 
in his speech. This was a matter of life and 
death, and, while they might be in favour of 
economy, surely there could be no question 
of economy where life and death were. at 
stake. The motion, in his opinion, was a 
temporary expedient, a last resort, to meet 
& serious and pressing emergency.

The people who did most disservice to the 
workers were the men on the A Báin 
benches (the Labour Party), who did not 
realise that employers were paying too high 
wages, This interference and trouble with 
employés kept people from starting industries 
in the State. No man short ol a lunatic 
would put money into any industry in the 
Free State unless it was protected, and even 
then he would be chancing everything. The 
sooner the Labour Party sent proper and 
reasonable men around ihe country, and men 
that would see what the economic wage was, 
te better it would be for everybody. Their 
experience of these organisers, up to the pre- 
sent. had not been very pleasant. (Labour 
laughter. ) 

He appealed fora spirit of co-operation be- 
tween employers and employed, and asked 
the Labour Party not to send tsese trouble- 
makers throughont the country, (Laughter, 
in which the Labour Party joined heartilv.)

A CORK INSTANCE. 

In. 1925 an examination was made into the 
conditions prevailing in the 26 counties, and 
a special examination was made in Cork City. 
They took the number of people on the unem- 
ployed register and not entitled to benefit, 
and found that one-third of the claimants 
were in receipt of upwards of £1 a week, 
and 80 of some 600 people were in receipt. of 
nearly £3 a week. In the same year a letter 
was received from the Secretary of the Trades 
Union Congress stating that there were 719 
people unemployed in a certain district three 
miles square. hen the census returns were 
consulted it was found that the entire popu- 
lation of this district was only 400. 

Referring to Captain Redmond’s criticism 
of the Government in regard to the unem- 
ployment problem, the Minister said that 
during the four years that the Deputy had 
been in the Dail he had made little or no 
contribution to the debates on the Trades 
Loans Act, the Shannon scheme, and otter 
Acts designed to give employment. 

Captain Redmond—The Minister is entitled 
to his misstatement. 

Mr. McGilligan said that his statement was 
the result of a very close analysis of the pro- 
ceedings of the last Dail and what Deputy

(Hear, uí Let men try to 
fin a job for the unemployed, as he himself 
had done, in some cases with success. 

There was no inexhaustible, no magical 
urse from which unemployment benefit could 
be paid. The Insurance Fund last January 
was in debt to the State to the amounteof 
£1,516,100. If the benefits that now were 
asked for were given that debt would be 
largely increased, and the money would come 
from the pockets of the people. It would dis- 
a the giving of employment, because it 
would check industry. Extra taxation might 
curtail drainagé schemes, and shut down 
private enterprise. By the encouragement of 
industry in agriculture and-in the towns, by 
reducing taxation, by inviting capital, and 
forcing development in every way they would 
reduce unemployment. >

electors (of whom not more than 15,000 
shall be from any one constituency), make 
such provision or submit the matter to a. 
referendum. 

Once the power of direct legislation and 
amendment of the Constitution lies in the 
‘hands of the people, Mr. de Valera 1s 
certain that the barrier of fhe oath will 
go. ‘‘It is only the imperialists and the 
Cosgrave party,” he said, “who want the 
‘oath, and when thé people get an oppor- 
tunity of dealing themselves with this 
‘| question they will. settle it ‘very 
‘| expeditiously.”’ 


EXPLAINED. 


OVERLOOKED CLAUSE 
IN 1922 ACT. 

From Our POLITICAL, CORRESPONDENT. 
In so far as he refers to the provisions 
of Article 48 of the Constitution, Mr. de 
Valera has stated the position accurately. 
The Government has allowed the specified 
term of two years to lapse without making 
provision for the initiation: by the people 
of laws or constitutional amendments; but 
it seems hardly. safe for Mr. de Valera to 
assert that, once this power of direct 
amendment of the Constitution lies in the 
-hands of the people, “ the barrier of the 
oath ” is certain to go. 

The subject of the suggested referendum 
is the deletion from the Constitution of 
the oath clause. The oath, it should be 
explained, is the seventeenth article of the 
Constitution, and the fourth clause of the 
Treaty, and both the Constitution and 
the Treaty are an integral part of the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State 
(Saorstat Eireann) Act of 1922. 

Mr. de Valera omits to mention that the 
second clause of this Act declares: 

ts and if ‘any provision .of the said 
Constitution, or any amendnient thereof, or 
any law made thereunder, is in any respect 

gnant, to any of the provisions of the 
sdietaled Treaty, it shall, to the extent only 
of such repugnancy, be absolutely void and 
inoperative.” 

In face of this explicit provision it is 
difficult to visualise any consideration for 
a proposal which seems beyond dispute:to 
be repugnant to the,oath clause of the 
Treaty. 


FREE STATE TRADE. 


FIVE MONTHS’ FIGURES. 


Irish Free State trade returns, which 
were published yesterday, show that the 


adverse trade balance for the twelve 
months ended May ólst last was 
£17,851,000.. 


During the first five months of the 
present year the total imports were 
$24,527,446. Of this sum, goods to the 
value of £16,236,848 came from Great 
Britain, £2,638,339 from Northern Ireland, 
and the balance (£5,652.259) from other 
countries, 

Exports during the same period 
amounted to £14748,052 We sold 
£12,215,369 worth of goods to. Great 
Britain, £1,867,428 to Northern Ireland, 
and the balance (£665,255) to other 
countries. 

Re-exports to Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, and other countries during the 
five months amounted to £296,217. 

FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
After Great Britain. and Northern 
Ireland, who took the largest quantities’ 
of Free State exports, our best customer 
during the five months was Germany, who 
purchased ‘ £179,560 worth of Free State 
“commodities, and we purchased from that 
country £640, 793 worth of goods.

,  GIGGLESWICK, Wednesday. . 

The eclipse. of the eun was visible from 
the Asvronomer Royal’s camp. at Giggleswick 
during: the whole period of totality. Satis- 
factory observations were made by the 
scientists and many thousands of people saw 
an astounding and thrilling spectacle. 

News which came later, that at other 
places on the line of totality in the country 
and on the North Sea little or nothing had 
been seen of the eclipse, caused thousands 
here‘ to ‘marvel at their good fortune. 

Five minutes before the moon’s shadow 
swept over the hills the sun, reduced to a 
thin but dazzling sickle, passed finally out 
of a bank of cloud into a limited but suffi- 
cient clearing in the sky. 

A curious melancholy light fell upon the 
fielde, Slowly at first and then with amazing 
rapidity it. faded out and. for the space of 
23. seconds the sun became a black circle sur- 
rounded by the brilliant flames of the un- 
forgettable corona. 

‘Quite soon after totality the cloud curtain 
closed again, but we had been allowed our 
Devoe: The luck of the camp was the more 
remarkable as from Buckhaw Brow, only a 
‘short distance away, the total eclipse was not 
in view, 

Until the spectograph exposures have been 
developed and studied at Greenwich, Sir 


| Frank Dyson cannot estimate the value of 


the results obtained by his staff, and for the 
moment the eclipse must be described as a 
ageant and an emotional experience. 

RACE WITH THE CLOUDS. . 

A patch of cloud above the Pennine ridges 
turned rose pink, and by its flushing an- 
nounced the risen’ but hidden sun. In the 
school grounds a gathering, which included 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, silently and anxiously 
watched to see if the stain would’ spread. 
They saw the cloud turn grey again. Over- 
head there was a fair expanse of blue sky, 
but the bank beyond the hills remained a 
| tantalising barrier. 


At 5.29 the eclipse began behind a veil. 
Fifteen minutes later a patch of gold shot 
across the cloud, and at 3 47 the rim of the 
sun showing for a few seconds stirred the 
astronomers to eager activity. Before they 
could operate the coelostat the gleam had 
passed, but sufficient had been seen for 
even non-technical observers to realise 
that a possibility of the sun getting above 
the cloud had become a definite probability. 

A two minutes’ appearance just before 6 
Was encouraging and useful. e race grew 
in excitement, but at 6.8 it seemed to be won. 
The sun came fully out and stayed so for nine 
minutes. Excellent observation of the all 
but covered disc was obtained, and the last 
adjustments’ were made to the mirrors. 
Another tongue of cloud passed, but there 
was enough clear sky beyemd to ensure visi- 
bility during the critical seconds. 

A ten minutes’ warning had been given by 
Mr. Horrocks, the young Isaac Newton 
studen: in the University of Cambridge, who 
had charge of the timing, and as the sun 
emerged for the last time that mattered he 
called in a loud, clear voice, which reached 
all the observers, official and unofficial, with- 
in the camp, the words: “ Five minutes.’ 
| Many who: knew: that, the precious’ oppor- 
tunity was to be given them of seeing the 
corona turned their backs on the east so 
that with unshaded eyes they could swing 
round at the moment of totality. They saw 
in the west a leaden sky, like to that which 
might precede a thunderstorm. Birds, which 
had been twittering musically, seemed to be 
eee and rose and circled without pur- 

A group of sheep in an adjoining field 
huddled themselves together against a wall. 
The air grew chilly. 

‘A voice called: “Two minutes.” The light 
was weird and mysterious, Nerves were on 
edge. Day seemed to be rushing into night. 

“One minute, " the time-keeper cried, and 
then: *‘ Fifty.’ 

A WONDERFUL SPECTACLE. 

All that had gone before seemed insignifi- 
cant in the amazing moments that followed. 
The sinister yellowish twilight faded away 
as though some unseen hand were turning 
off a gas-jet. The shadow rushed at us and 
enveloped us. . We turned and found the’ sun 
blotted out in the sky, akin to that 
of a full moon. To the extent of 
another diameter the disc was surrounded bya 
glowing iridescent, irregular circle of fiery 
light from which shot red and yellow flames. 

The spectacle surpassed anything that ima 
gination had shaped for the eclipse. Half 
consciously one heard Mr. Horrocks’ counting 
of the seconds: while mind and vision were 
concentrated on the glory of the corona. 

As ‘‘ twenty-three '” was called a dazzling 
flash of reddish white light, brilliant as that 
of molten steel run from a crucible, burst 
from the right upper rim of the darkened sun. 
Watched by the naked eye, the flash a pt 
to bulge into a blazing oval. Suddenly there 
came the realisation that the darkness was 
passing, that the corona had vanished, that 
the moon’s black disc on the sun could no 
ionger be seen. From somewhere behind the 
camp came a sound of cheering. The eclipse 
was over, or as much of it as anyone now 
wished to see. 

Later the Astronomer Royal said that the 
observations of his party had gone very satis- 
factoril They had developed the photo 
taken by: the big camera, and this had 
come out extremely well. The other photos, 
so far as they knew, were all right, but until 
they had been got home and developed and 
their measurements made, they would not find 
out what the negatives had to show them. 
Mentioning that films of the eclipse had 
been ‘taken. at Giggleswick, Sir Frank Dyson 
said that, though these might not have much 
scientific value, they had educational interest. 
He had been pleased to see s6 many boys and 
girls actually watching the eclipse. 

THE NEXT ECLIPSE.. 
Turning again to the luck of Giggleswick 
ubservers, he said that in his experience the 
weather was always uncertain. It had been a 
scramble at the camp that morning to be 
ready for totality, as final adjustments had 
to be made when in the last few minutes the 
sun came out, and it was typical of the 
fortune which had to be contended with that 
the people on ‘another hill near Giggleswick 
had not seen the total eclipse. He recalled 
that’ in Sumatra in 1901 they had seven or 
eight different parties working within one 
hundred miles. Four of those parties were 
successful, and the others saw nothing. 
The next total eclipse, he added, would be 
visible in Sumatra and Siam.
